ARTS REGISTRATION 
MAKES NEW RECORD 

Enrollment in Other Faculties 
Remains About the 
Same 



The complete registration returns 
though not yet complete would indi- 
cate as high If not higher enrollment 
than previous years. Some of the 
faculties have a somewhat, larger en- 
rollment while others show a alight 
decrease . 

This year the Aits faculty has a 
record enrollment without taking into 
considération partial students. The 
latest available figures give a total 
of 727 of which are fl r «t year stu- 
dents. This Is in part accounted for 
by the fact that the first prc-Medlcal 



year is now second year Arts. 

Registrator! in the Medical faculty 
ie somewhat less than last year, du* 
no doubt to the fact that the gradu- 
ation class of '23 consisted of a large 
percentage of ex-service men. The 
total figuras show 473, 7S o? whom 
are first year men. 

Unfortunately figures for the Gra- 
duate School, Conservatory of .Music, 
School of Agriculture and Household 
Science, are not yet obtained, but It 
is to be expected they will compare 
favourably with last, year's registra- 
tion. 

Law has an enrollment of 69, Den- 
tistry 106, Pharmacy 66. Graduate 
Nurses 17, Commerce 171 and Applied 
Science . 401 . So far as the abovo 
mentioned are concerned very little If 
any difference is shown, but of cours» 
in none of Uic faculties may I ho fi- 
gures as yet be considered complete.

This afternoon the McGill football squad battles its way 
through to victory or defeat on the gridiron of a foreign univer- 
sity, and playing with men of a different nationality. Yet for the 
time being all national differences will be flung to the winds, and 
every man on the field will be filled with one purpose — to win 
the game. 

For a number of years past the name of Dartmouth has been 
a familiar one upon the local campus, especially during the winter 
months. The intercollegiate ski and snowshoe meets have served 
té strengthen the bonds of fellowship between the two universities, 
and all who knew our American rivals will have warmest recollec- 
tions of their cordiality and sportsmanship. The McGill-Dart- 
mouth football game, which takes place this afternoon, is a new 
departure as far as these two universities are concerned Al- 
though Dartmouth is the smaller school, a great deal of attention is 
paid to football, and they can be counted upon to place upon the 
field a well-trained and formidable squad . 

Rumor has it that the average weight of their team is 1 70 
pdunds, and, playing under American rules, this will be a great 
advantage. In fact, many of the dopesters concede Dartmouth the 
better chance of winning . 

But what -matters it whether we win or lose? In any case 
every man will give all that he has to his team, and go home leav- 
- mg the- impression that the name McGill is synonymous with all 
that is clean and sportsmanlike There is a tendency in some col- 
leges to become self-centered and narrow in their outlook, due 
— -usually to -lack of the broadening influence of contact with outside 
institutions. In the same way competition between colleges con- 
fined to one small section tends to have a detrimental effect- upon 
the colleges themselves. The best remedy for this situation is the 
creation of a better understanding by means of the interchange of 
j^JdeaB. and competition in the various forms of athletics. 

For a number of years past McGill basketball and hockey 
learns have toured the universities of the northern States. Tw»j 
years ago the football team left an impression that will never be 
forgotten by its plucky stand against Syracuse. This year's trip 
to Dartmouth augurs well for the continuance of the plan in the 
future, and whatever the outcome of the game may be we feel that 
the two universities are being drawn closer together.

Elsie Du four Considers Jazz a 
Return to Animal 
Rhythms 

Rythm Is implicated in both 
tragedy and comedy. in the opinion 
of Elsie Dnfour a dancer who has 
won fame in New York. London and 
Paris. "When you say rhythm, people 
always tiling of something they hear," 
she said, "but visual rhyt.hum is 
Just as important as ear rhythm." 

"Broken rhythm Is a Joke," M'ss 
Dufour explained, unless it is so 
badly broken that it ca.n't get back 
ag«.!n Into the flow — in that case it is 
a tragedy Tor an intensified joke is 
always tragic. The artist who docs 
not realize this is unconvincing in his 
expression. But a good comedian like 
Chnrlie Chaplin comes into his 
picture rhythmically, then' suddenly 
breaks the flow of his movement. As 
a result, he Is the funniest man in 
the world." 

Miss Dufour considers Jazz a re 
turn to animal rhythms, but does not 
condem it ns a form of self-expres- 
sion. "It Is too bad." she said, "thai 
when jazz first came In, teachers - 
spent so much time considering how- 
far apnrt people should dauce that 
they quite lost tho point— namely, the 
Importance of syncopation and strong 
rhythm in dance movement. People 
neod faith In those new dance move- 
ments, for, even though they are be- 
ginning crudely, thay have great 
possibilities of making the dance a 
till and real expression of sociability 
and grace of feeling."
